July 12, 1871. 

A heavy fall of snow took place last Satur- 
day, and the heai'ts of all concerned in water 
races were greatly rejoiced thereat. This 
welcome supply has come at a very opportune 
time, na the whole district was almost in a 
state of collapse from the continued heavy 
frosts having completely resisted the flow of 
our great auxiliary. Matters now wear a 
more cheerful aspect, and in a few days we 
may expect to see quartz crushei-s, sluicers, 
et id hcee resume their natural avo- 

cations. Snow has fallen since occasionally 
on the hill-tops, deceiving many who im- 
agined the winter was about to pass without 
investing the mountains with their fleecy 
mantle. 

It has been shadowed fortli from time to 
time, in a foggy kind of way, that a great 
change for the better was to take place in the 
fortunes of Bendigo ; and, if I mistake not, 
last spring was the time given for the reali- 
tation of the prophecy, but, unfortunately 
for our local “ Daniel,” a decadence even-r 
tuated (ns the Yankee says) instead. How- 
ever, I trust the good time has yet to come, 
and adding my predictions to those gone be- 
fore, I will venture to say that if the place 
does not gi’eatly increase in material pros- 
perity during the coming venial season, tiieu 
it never will. Nature has done much for us : 
art must now come to its assistance ; and, 
with a little more unanimity among the in- 
habitants, wc may fairly hope to ace the dis- 
trict in time rival its Victorian namesiike. 

The Cromwell Company have one battery 
at svork ; the other milla are still idle. In re- 
gard to reefing matte rs generally, the remarks 
in my lost communication apply still—that is, 
tliey are in shHit quo. The Rise and Shine 
Company arc still prospecting their valuable 
discovery. The reef shows no dimliiutinn, 
either in width or prospect. Tiie snow, which 
is two feet deep in their elevated region, will 
probably retard oper.atioiis for a few days. 
The reef in Thompson's Creek (about four 
miles from the above) is still being worked. 
The prospectors are down forty-five feet, and 
the stone looks remarkably well, and is 
about four feet in width. The shai'eholdei's 
arc anxiously awaiting tlie advent of some 
plucky capitalist to erect machinery. Such 
a speculator would find the investment a sure 
one. The road to the reef partakes somewhat 
of the difficult, but does not present an insu- 
perable obstacle. 

The statement made by one of your cor- 
respondents about a fortnigiit ago, that the 
river was lower than it has been since 1802, 
does not seem to be borne out by the wel- 
come fact. A good many from here left on 
reading the paragraph to try its Paclolean 
sands, one a friend of mine, an old acquatic 
digger, who knew of a “bit of ground” paid 
the said bit a visit last Monday and found 
the Clutha to be at least three feet higher 
than it was four years ago at this date. He 
returned, a wiser and an angrier man, and 
not at all disposed to bestow I\ia benison on 
the cause of his fourteen miles perambula- 
tion. Speaking of the river, how is it that 
tho miners invariably mention it in the femi- 
nine gender, and say, “sAi! is going down,” 
“she will never be Ioav again,” &c. ? Now, on 
the other side of the world, the masculine is 
generally applied, as, for instance, Father 
Tliames, or the mighty father of rivers tho 
Missisaipi, It is rather a curious fact, but 
due, I suppose, to the topay-turvineas of all 
matters popularly supposed to exist at tho 
Antipodes. 

A word or two about cate : a strange 
digression, I allow ; but really they are be- 
coming such a pest tlmt they deserve a pas- 
sing notice. The number of domestic “tab- 
bies” that run wild, and their descendants, is 
assuming alarming proportions. All game, 
such as quail, snipe, plover, and even the 
smaller birds which originally frequented the 
Clutha Valley have almost if not entirely 
disappeared, owing to the predatory habits 
of these vicious beasts. Minera in isolated 
localities suffer heavily, frequently losing 
their week’s stock of meat in one night ; it 
is almost impossible to place victuala out of 
reach of their burglavloua propensities : close 
every aperture, and they will make their in- 
gress and egress by the chimney, no matter 
of what dimensions, and tlicir activity and 
cunning renders it difficult te effect a capture. 
At night they ean be hoard fighting over 
their booty, “making night hiduous” with 
the most diabolical cater-wauliiig out of Pan- 
demonium, What the nuisance will bgcome 
when they increase in numbers, atrengbli, and 
ferocity, it is easy to guess. I suppose when 
they turn their attention to the lambs, ns 
wild cats do in the old country, the squatter 
will bestir himself to ,abato it, and I may re- 
mark, tho sooner tho better. Jf I have de- 
parted from the usual course in giving tho 
torogobg chapter in Natural History, pmy 
for I speak feelingly.

Chinese and Negro Navvies in America. 

— o 

An American correspondent of the fflaiqow 
Herald, writing from Alab.'ima, says : — I 

“A band of Chinese luboiirera, from GOO I 
to 700 strong, drafted from Catifurnia and j 
the Pacific Railway, liave been employed on ' 
the Alabama and Chattanooga road from an 
early period of its coiistniction. Tliey .ire 
pitched iu tents, at present over on the Ely 
ton side, and are doing tho earthwork pari • 
pan^u with the iiegi'O. The latter is not so j 
particular in the matter of tents, and is more I 
easily moved from one side to another. Any- ! 
thing in the shape of a slocping-place satistica I 
the iicgi’o, and, if put to it, he will take the I 
shadow of a bush or tree for a few nights, ! 
and build up his square bo.x of frames with- j 
out windows him.sclf by degrees. The Chinee, I 
who struts even here with a Celestial sort of ' 
air, must have his tent all nicely fixed up and I 
provided for him. The Chinese n.avvies arc 
p.aid lodols. gold per month, with rations ; | 
the negro, Idol. 75 cents a day, without ra- 
tions. The terms as thus arranged are con- 
sidered pretty equal ; but as tlie rations of 
the Chinaman ate not extremely expensive, 
save in the article of tea, burdened with duty, 
and which he not only consumes as a repast, 
but drinks in lat*ge quantity cold at his work, 
the equality of Chinese and negro wages can 
only be iiccmiiiTcd for by tho practical 
superiority of negro to Chinese labour. The 
Chinese came in on this line of railway at 
Meridian, the sontliem end, and did not 
commend themselves to tho approval of the 
superintendent. Their rations lioi‘o in money 
cost 75 cents a day. Tlieir w'ork done in 
“grading” earthwork, cost tho company 05 
cents per yard, wlien the same labour could 
have been contracted for at 35 cents per 
yard. Tiie aupermteudent at Meridian would 
not bear it, and the whole band of Clnne.Ho* 
wore Ir.ansferrod to the CluvtUnooga cud of 
the works. TJic testimony borne there liy 
the chief authorities was that tho Cliiucse 
had not done so well as was expected, that 
' they were not so capable of labour ns the 
negro, but tliat their hands were hardening, 

' aud the}' were now on the wliolc giving satis- 
: faction. As regards the alleged saving and 
economical habits of the Giiinese, it seom.s 
quite certain that on monthly pay-days at 
Meridian they spent their fifteen dollars to 
whisky, cluckens, and whatever they could 
buy in tho stores, as freely as any other 
apondtlirift. It is admitted on nil Imnds that 
the Chinese are inveterate galblcra, and 
Sundays are spent about tlie railway cuttings 
here in elaborate efforts of the Celestials to 
overreach the Infernals at cards or dominoes ; 
but tho negro, who is said to have not only 
a love of, but a re.'illy great insight into, tho 
black art, is not suppcced te lose much by 
thcie CRwCunters. ’ !

London, 21st May. . 

The following is a auumniry of the tinal luI- 
lapae of the I’aiiia iusniTCutioa t — | 

Severe eagugeiuents took place ou May 20, .-it 
Auteil ami Pas^iy, hut tho ^^ersaiUe3' tronjis 
eventually carrieil all the positiuiis, and on th|j 
2uth were masters of Baris. In the fights in 
the City, great miinhors tif iusiirgetits wore 
killed. The streets were strewn with bodLaa, 
Over 20,000 priaoiiers were taken. A fiii’ioui 
canuuiiitde coutin\ied tliiruig the wliole night cii 
the 2uth. I’he liovernmuiit troops captured 
the Hotel de Ville ami Fort Moacr.iuge, with ; 
1200 prisoners. A furious battle 7’agcd mean- ' 
while in the ueighbaurhoo^i of I’antin. On the - 
26tb the troops captured the Mazaics, Lyons, 
and Orloana railway atations, taking tiOQO prian- ' 
uera, but the insurgents still occupied Iffiarun la 
Villete, Belleville, and the heights of Chaumont, 
whence they threw petroleum shells, caiising- 
serioua confligratimis, Women assisted in firiug 
houses, and acted in a most demoniacal manner. 
The inauraente retired from their position blow- 
ing np [vry. The Uovernment troops 

captured the heights and Belleville on the 28th, 
taking a great number of prisoners. From this 
time no insurgent band remained. 

The insiUTcction was entirely suppressed. The 
Tuilleries, the office of the Ministry of F inance, 
the Hotel de Ville, tho Palais Roytal, and other 
public buildings, have been entirely defitroyed 
by lac, which the insurgents ignited by means 
of petioleum. Those nets, instigated by re- 
venge, occurrerl during the entrance of theCo- 
vcrnuicnt troops into the City. 

The Inixemburg is p-irtially blown up, aud 
the Louvre is almost entirely burnt, .although 
all the culicctions of paintings and nutiqulties, 
except the library, were saved. The National 
library has also beeji saved from, the wreck. 

Theinaurgenta, befure they were finally routed, 
took revenge upon the hostages, which they 
hcltl. Of the.?B they shot Gd, including the 
Arcliliishop of Pari^f, .and lu of the chief members 
of the clergy. M. dc la Chise has been killed 
and Geueial Donibrowski was amongst the niim* 
ber shot. M. Thiera lia-s projjosed to give the 
Chamber the right to pardon the iuEurgents. 

Un the 20tb of M.ay, J’arie wag quiet aiul the 
inhabitants were resuming their ordinary occu- 
pations. Arrests of insurgents are now made 
without any resistance on their part. Great 
minibcrs of insurgents have been executed at 
Versailles. M. Gmussett, ouc of the leaders nf 
the insurgents, has bocn arrested in Paris, 
whilst M. Pyat has been taken in ^wit^^o^laTld. 

The Belgium Govcriimeut requested M. ^'ictor 
Hugo to quit tho country. With this request 
he refuaed to dimply, and the King of the 
Belgiaiia thereupon signed an order for hia ex- 
pulsion, Victor Hugo liaa since arrived iu Lou- 
don. 

The Faria journals atjite that an undei atanding 
has been come to by the Qrleanists ami Legiti- 
mists os to the succession to the throuc. Count 
Chambord (Bourbon) will shortly be King of 
France. 

It is rumoured the Vereadlea Government 
wil! resign. 

Paria 15 divided into four military distiicts ; 
the gcml.irmos are increased b}' 6000 men, and 
the Municipal tiiianls by 12,001). Fnrta are tr> 
be constructed inside Paris, and great prewui- 
tionB arc trken to prevent aimther revolution. 

CoRiraunicatinn with Paria lias been re-opened.

Le Sage i Deoil on Two Sticks," 

Quaint old Le Sage ! dear old author of 
“ Gil Bias How much do we owe thee for 
^hy trenchant criticiam of men and manners, 
and thy pungent satire I Thino eyes have 
n closed since 174? ; but thy works will 
,e in many languages and many lands until 
arth and its tongues are no more. 

I have had an unusual amount of leisure 
lately j but tho circumstances under 
hich I acquired that leisure were so unto- 
ard, that I fear my Lucubrations will be 
mnd somewhat lugubrious. This time the 
reat French dramatist and novelist, Le Sage, 
as given us a text, — from his “ Le Diablc 
>oiteaux,” which, considered with regard to 
I wit without rancour, and to its all-embrac- 
g, all-deriding satire, as well as with re- 
ject to its excellent style, is, perhaps, the 
ost truly French book in the language ; and 
the only w’ork which, after “ Gil Bias," 
ight have borne the name of Moli^rc. Gil 
laa himself ia tho “ universal man" of Te- 

And, how very true it is that while men arc 
t to make light of their own follies, sinsj 
d iniquities, they arc prone to magiiif 3 ’ tt> 
5 utmost even tlio pardonable weaknesses 
of their fellow-men. The inveterate gambler 
coolly declares that the wine-bibber is a 
“beast," an “intolerable nuisance,'' “nob 
fit for decent society — like oiu*a !" Oli, dear, 
no ! Tho trader who is almost convicted of 
something very much like a falsification of 
accounts, holds hia head high in Pharisaic 
complacency. The individual wlio sailed very 
’closo to tho “ wind of tho criminal law," in a 
inattei’ in which he lield a fiduciary trust, 
plumes himself upon his probity, and will 
•quietly tell you that tlie people who told litm 
tho honest truth are rogues. And so 
the world wags on ! As Tiiackcray pithily 
puts it, “ We are all very respectable, till w 
■arc found out." And when the unexpected 
•exposure comes, a universal shriek goes up 
'to Heaven from an astonished public, “ Who 
would havo thought it !" Th tn how chari- 
table people are : then is the time for a man 
to find out who are really his friends. In 
this u'ork-da}^ world, the poor devil svho 
“ weara his heart upon his sleeve, for daws 
to peek at," generally faros ill. Butin our 
humble opinion, he is far more entitled to 
charitable consideration than the elaborate 
and ingenious hj'pocrite who nui^cs his vices 
in secret ; but who is careful when he goes 
abroad to appear all that is estimable, tempe- 
i*atB, and tiiistworthy. Preserve me from 
these perambulating “whited sepulchres." 
In truth, genuine charity* ja a very scarce ar- 
ticle : a spurious compound of aelfislmcas and 
assumed generosity is abundant. By “cha- 
rity,” I do not mean the giving away money, 
or goods, or any tangible thing ; but I mean 
the priiidpto of charity^ abiding in the heart, 
governing our deeds, and thoughts, and 
words. “ Charity endureth long, and is 
kind ; thinketh no evil ; bclieveth all things, 
endui'eth all things.” How often do wo sec 
men with “the beam" in tlicir own eye, con- 
ceitedly endeavouring to extract “ the mote” 
from tlieir brother’s eye. “Think not," said 
o\ir Great Master, “ that these Bercans, upon 
vfhom tho great tower fell, were siinicrs be- 
yond all others ; for, except ye repent, ye 
shall all likewise perish.” A grand rebuke, 
that, to the self-righteous. How many times 
sliall I forgive iny brother 1 Seven times 1 
Xay ! “Seventy times seven." I wonder 
how many of my readers liave been charitable 
enough to forgive an offending neighbour, or 
a relative, or, in fact, anybody, times. 
Lot the uncharitable and self-righteous take 
this piece of multiplication to heart, — “se- 
venty times seven," — and remember that the 
grand old prayer runs thus : “ Forgive ns our 
trespasses, nij we furgivc them that trespass 
against us." Permit me to say something 
more about material charity. 

In April last, the quarterly general Court 
of the Royal M<\s(mic Institution for Boys was 
held at Freemasons’ Hall, London. On tliat 
occasion, Bro. Parkinson, V.P., P.M, 181, 
nude a remarkable speech. 'J'lic following 
extract is well woithy the attention of mem- 
bers of the fraternity in the Coloniua : — 
“Speaking alw.iys in rmmcl numlKjrs, some 
forty thous:;ncl pounds arc spent in Freemasonry 
every year in London alone, and with the cxceji- 
tioi) of an iiKlepcndcnt sum of some seven tlum- 
Biiuil poands which London contributes to the 
hlasonic charities, what have we to show for 
this v.ast amount? '* Ijeather and prunella.” 
Yaa, brethren, Maaouic millinery absorbs more 
money than Masonic chirity. Ribbons ami 
wliita le.ather, medals and laces, jewels, cnllara, 
aprons, silvering, gilding, and show, represent a 
far Urgor expenditure than we beatuw upon 
either the succonr of the orphan or the relief of 
tha distresse.-l- During the past twelve months, 
more than six thousaou cortificaten were issued 
by the Grand Ltidge of Krigland ; as a necessary 
con^equencI^, morethanaix thousand aprons were 
bought ; more khan seven thousand pounds were 
spent in this nna item of Masonic adornment, 
and this by the new blood brought into the 
Crnftin asingleycarf It is unnecBsaary to mul- 
tiply statistics. We all know that the two 
liuiulred FioainasonV lodges which flourish in' 
Lfmdon represent a heavy outUy anti we all 



know the direction in which that outlay goes, 
t would not havo it dimiuUlied. I do not wish 
for one moment that any of the items I have 
iquota.l should be rglucol. In all and 

among all civilisad people, the value of sym* 
holism au'l the importance of emblems have been 
insistol DU and felt. The insignia, the orders, 
and adormnsnts of Freenixsonryare the outward 
:iQ’i Vi.iiblo si^ns of the solemn rayatariaa and 
great principles we unite together to preserve 
an 1 to ban 1 down unsnlliad to our successors. 
SxnerlBnce proves the eficacy of our einhlenas in 
fostering emulation, and in making precept prac- 
tice ; ATi'd 1 am prepared to defend them, aa logi- 
cally justifiable, wise, and aound, should thev 
ever be assailed. It may he asked, however, if 
our aymbolistn hae quite kept pace with our pro- 
sperity, and if, in particular, it haa been adapted 
to our enlarged capacity for charity ?" 

Never were truer words spoken, — nor a hu- 
miliating fact more delicately dissected. 

So poor Patrick Kelly liaa gone to his last 
home. It was but the other evening that lie 
' presided at a lecture delivered by the Rev. 
j Father Royer for the benefit of the sacred 
ground in which hia own mortal remains 
i were so soon to find a resting place. Little 
[did our friend Kelly think, probably, when 
he spoke on that occasion of the “silent City 
of the Dead," and the necessity for keeping 
its walki in good order, its borders trimmed, 
and its fences in repair, that in the course of 
a few short weeks he would bo no more seen 
amongst us. At the comparatively early age 
of 46 years, he departed for the mysterious 
spirit-land. De inortais nil nisi bonum. Peace 
be to his memory ! And may tho Divine 
Father give succour, help, and comfort to the 
sorrowing widow and tlio bereaved family 
and friends. Ah ! whatever men and women 
may say, do, or see, in their lives,— a time 
must come to all, when even the most un- 
I charitable ivill stand in utter need of the 
I charity (in its purest and fullest sense) of 
their fellow-men. Sickness and Djatli are 
[great levellers, — 

■‘One touch of Nature, makes the whole 
world kin !” 

: Walking in the Cromwell Cemetery tlie 
other day, I mused about Life, with all its 
! cares, and anxieties, and ambitions, and de- 
I feats, and pride, and humiliations: and I 
thought of Deatli as a great, overpowering 
niyateiy. I could never aiTive at that con- 
dition of mind represented in Pope’s Ode, — 
“ The Dying Christian to his Soul,” — 

“ Vital ap.ark of heavenly flams. 

Quit, oh quit this mortal frame,” &.o. 

It has always appeared to me to be un- 
natural, — ^strained : for the love of life i.s in- 
herent in our nature \ and unless a person be 
a manLac, or suffering from some horrible 
torture in this world, I cannot imagine a 
Christian coolly bidding hU soul depart. It 
is absurd to suppose that a person m articulo 
mortis would or could analyse liia feoliugs in 
the methodical manner in which Pope has 
done it for “the Dying Christian" : — 
“What is this absorbs me quite, — 

(’hills ray senses, diins my sight } 

If this be death,” &c. 

[ Walking in the Cromwell Cemetsr}*, as I 
jsaid, — before this digression, — I thouglit of 
I some of those whoso bodies rest there, “of 

■ poor Garrett, and Thomas Sliiinly, find 
Humphreys, and others : and is it not 
worthy of notice by wliat various nieiins 
pcojde come by their de.aths ? An old writer 
qiuiiutl}^ remarks : — “ Some gt> by land, and 
some bj' water ; some, it would seem, hur- 
riedly and before thuir time ; some in soli- 
tude, with no comforter or friend near but 
the unseen yet ever-present Saviour j utliew, 
surrounded by weeping relatives, — wives, 
children, and dependents ; but it is all one. 
When tlie fiat has gone forth — ‘Ashes to 
a.shes, dust to dust,’ — ^anrt the Spirit returns 
to its Creatm'." Let me here quote a few 
lines from Le Sage. Aaniodeus is dilating 
u]>on Tombs, Spectres, and Death : — 

■ “Observe these shadows attentively, ’’ s.-vid 
I the douion ; “those who have aiipcrb maiiso- 
I leumd arc, without ilistiuctioii, coal'uunded with 
I ihiwe wbusc nioimnienCa are no more than a 

pitiful eolTin. The adventitious circunistauces 
which distinguished tlr^in one from the other, 
are now at an ead. T)ie poor aervaufc, and the 
First Minister of the Crown, are now on on 
eqnalitv. The grand butier is no more valued 
ithan the meanest citizen here burieil. The 
^rauieiir of noble dignitaries liaishea with their 
I lives, as that of stage heroes concludes with the 
I play." 

The body of jioor George Goss ia not yet 
I found, I believe. His was a sud and s^idclen 
j departure. I never hear of a deatli by 
[drowning but my mind instantly rev'ert-s to 
I Tom Hood’s lines : — 

[ “ The bleak wind of March 

Made her tremble aiul shiver ; 

[ But not the dark arch, 

I Or the black, flowing river," &c. 

I In truth there is a avoiulcrful deal of wafer 
I about this great mystery of death. The 
I poets give us rivcr.s, sciis, mid oceans ad 
j liOitum wdien treating tlie duhject : — 

“There is a land of pure delight, 

Where saints immortal reign. 

• ♦ • • 

Death, like a Hnrrojo sen, divides 
' That glorious land from oura. ” 

Life is likened to a “flowing river,” carry- 
ing us all on to tho houndles-s, fatlioiiiless 
occr/n of eternity. In popular song wo are 
- familiarised witli “tho other aide of Jordan," 
' and cl.issic fable tells us of the river Sty.x, 

, Charon, tlie Waters of Lctho— the place 
I near Dunerlin /j — Heaven is represented as a 
, place of rest, of peace, of praise, of hever- 
; failing flowers, and of everlasting fountains 
of crj^atal water, &o. 

I You will probably thinkr that L have writ- 
ten enough for one week. I have aoinething 
[good in store for you. Meauwliile, let us 
try to cultivate the great virtue of Oharily, 
in all the relations of life.

Darwin’s "Descent of Man." 

— 0 — 

“ Descended from the Conqueror" soimda 
well in many ears ; it is jnore than eight him- 
dred ycais ago. But what are Garter King- 
at-aviua or Sir Bernard Burke pedigrec- 
hunteiu compared with Mr Darwin ? The 
autlior of ‘ ‘ Doiiceiit of Man” takes us through 
hundreda and hundreds of ages, and iiitro- 
■ duces us to our ancestry — a group of luaviiio 
I animals. He saya, “ By considering the eni- 
I hryohigic.'d atnicture of man — tho lioiuoliglcs 
which lie prcaciita with the leaver animals, the 
riKllmenta which he retains, and tlie rever- 
aioiis to which he is liable, we can partly re- 
call in iniagimitioii the former conditiun of our 
I early progenitors, and can approxiinatelyplace 
j them in tljoir proper position in tho zoological 
. aeries. Wc learn that man is <lcscended from 
! a hairy quadruped, furnished with a tail and 
; pointed ears, and arboreal in its habits, and 
[ ail inhabitant of iho Old World. Tliia crea- 
; lure, if its whole Mtructuro had been examined 
I by fi naturalist, svoiild have been classed 
among the Quadramana, ns -surely as would 
the coinriion and still more ancient progenitor 
of the Old and New World monkeys. The 
Quadramana and all Iiigher manimala are pro- 
bably derived frnin an ancient marsupial ani- 
mal, .and through a long line of divei-sificd 
forms, either from some reptile-like or some 
amphibian-like creature, and this again from 
some fiali-like animal. In the dim obacmdty 
of the past, wc can ace that the early progeni- 
tor of nil the Vertebrata must have been an 
aquatic animal, provided witli hranchm. svith 
the two sexes united in tlie same individual, 
and with the most iiiiport.ant organs of tlio 
body (such as tho brain and lieart) imperfectly 
developed. This animal seems to have been 
more like the laiTro of our existing marine 
Aacidians than any other known form. . , 

In regard to bodily size and strength, wo 
do not know whether man is descended 
from some comparatively small species, like 
chimpanzoG, or from one as powerful as the 
gorilla, and therefore we cannot say whether 
man h:is become larger and stronger or smaller 
and weaker, in comparison with hia piogenL 
tora.” At the end of liis work Mr Dai'win 
says : — “ Tho main conclusion arrived at in 
this work, namely, that man is descended from 
some lowly os^anized form, will, I regret to 
think, be highly distasteful to many persons. 
jFor my own part, I would as aoon be de- 
! Bcended from that heroic little monkey who 
bravbd ita dreaded cnoniy in order to save the 
life of its keeper, or from tliat old baboon who, 
descending from the mountain.s, carried away 
in triumph his young comrade from a ci’owd 
of .astonished dogs — as from a savage who de- 
lights to tovtui'C Ilia enemies, offera up bloody 
aajrificcB, practices infanLicidfl without re- 
morse — knows no decency, and ia haunted bj* 
the grosseat Buperetltions.”
